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Conſciences will clear us, and condemn you for ranking us with Fift-Morarchy-men and 
Baptiſts, whoſe weapons indeed are carnal we know, and cannot deny but weapons of cru- 
elty have been found in their habitations, bur as for us, the God whom we ſerve,tea- 
theth us no ſuch thing, and he will plead our righteous cauſe, which is ro other, but 
that his 774th may proſper and fill the Earth, and that the knowledge thereof may co- 
ver the world, as the waters cover the Sea. I his is our deſire, the Lord knows, and our 
work in this world, which he himſelf hath decreed and cannot be diſannulled, he hath 
purpoſed it,and will moſt certainly bring it to paſs; though unjuſtly in your late De- 
cree, we are proclaimed againſt as Plotters, and thereby preſented as Malefactors to 
the Nations; and inſtead of being faved from perſecution for our pure Conſcience, 
(as the Word of King Char/es was, we ſhould be, ſolong as we lived peaceably ) ne 
are now made liable to be a prey and a ſpoil to the wicked, though we are altogether 
innocent and clear of any ſuch thing that is unjuſtly charged againſt us, who live and 
meet peaceably in his Dominiors; no other thing can be julily proved againſt us: And 
further, we are by a late Decree bound to a falſe Church and Worſhip , contrary to 
all good Conſcience; and if you do not what is in your power to deliver us, the Lord 
whom we ſerve, moſt certainly will; and though he ſuffer you to heat the Fornace ſe- 
ven times hotter thenit is, yet to the falſe Worſhip of the Nation we cannot bow, 
for Conſcience-ſake, knowing it is better to obey God then man. 

This ] write by the Commandment of the Lord to you, that you may not provoke 
the Lord to your own deſtruction, by deſtroying a people whom he hath bleſſed, and 
choſen for his peculier Treaſure : Suffer not an innocent people to be made a prey of 
by the wicked; for all men we honour in the Lord, and eſteem them highly that are 
a terror to evil · doers, which is your work, if you leave it not undone; And be it 
known unto you, we cannot obſerve days which the Lord did never command as his 
Worſhip; neither can we forbeat meeting together in his Fear and Spirit, to wor- 
ſhip him, though men command us to the contrary for by the Lord are we called 
and gathered to meet in one Spirit; and let the Light of Chriſt in you all be Judge, 
whether to obey Cod or Man is better:

gainſt ibe m and their Laws, which cauſeth the righteous to ſuffer ſor righteouſneſs ſake: I am a Lover of 
jour ſouls, and this I writein obedience tothe Lord, who bath made me willing io ſuffer what he ſhall ſuf 
Fer you ſo in flidl upon me, becauſe of bis teſtimony which 1 bold, and the word of his paticnce which 1 keep.
